A correnpondent of the Chicago 
Times, writing from Waterloo, Ia., 
claims that “all small stock-raisers 
throughout the entire country are 
obliged to sell their cattle at a less 
price than can be afforded. The 
actual cost of the cattle raised by 
the small producers is more than 


of farmers are concerned, we have 
no doubt the above statement is 
true, and that they are selling the 
cattle they raise at absolutely less 
than it costs to produce them. 
But if any one desires a reasen for 
it let him visit a great cattle mar- 
ket and observe the character of 
the cattle which make up the great 
bulk of the offerings from “first 
hands.” All wonder will then 
quickly cease that they are sold for 
less than the cost of production. 
As times now are, and promise to 
remain, it is impossible that such 
unthrifty and ill-formed beasts can 
be produced at a profit on any en- 
closed farm. They sell for a low 
price because they are of the lowest 
unimproved types, and for the 
same reason the cost of their pro- 
duction has been considerably 
enhanced. Good cattle sell for 
more money, and farmers who ex- 
pect to realize prices high enough 


procure improved cattle and send 
to market something better than 
the average scrub stock. A few 
years ago, when there was a de- 
mand for cattle to “stock up” the | 
rapidly expanding western ranges, 
prices ruled so high that any kind 
of cattle, under any kind ot man- 
agement, would afford some profit. 
But this condition of affairs is 
ended; the movement of cattle is 
the other way, and now only im- 
proved cattle can be raised at any 
profit, and the economy of the 
systems under which cattle are 
kept controls largely the question 
as to whether any profit is to be 
made from them, and how much. 
This correspondent argues that the 


trouble is due to a competition; 


with the cheaply raised cattle of 
the range country. This undoubt- 
edly counts for a great deal; but 
after all, the principal difficulty is 


miserable,unimproved cattle which 
are generally maintained. The 
range cattle are a factor in the 
market which cannot be removed 
and which will continue perma- 
nently to exercise its influence. 
Farmers who persist in raising the 
same kind of cattle which are pro- 
duced upon the range must expect 
to be crowded to the lowest point 
of the market by the cheaply raised 
product of the free grass. The 
only way to escape this competition 
is to raise better cattle than can be 
produced under range conditions 
and to supply a demand above and 
better than that which the range- 
men can reach. The rangeman, as 
a rule, cannot raise cattle of a very 
highly improved type, but there is 
no limitation upon the degree of 
excellence which can be attained 
upon the inclosed farms, save such 
as is imposed: by the farmer’s own 
lack of business enterprise. It is 
folly to attempt to raise cattle un- 
der range conditions upon high- 
priced inclosed lands, with five to 
seven months’ Winter feeding; 
still there are thousands of farmers 
who persist year after year in the 
e‘fort to do this very thing. They 
keep cattle no better than the range 
cattle, and they half starve them 
every Winter, and leave them 
ori pretty much to shift for themselves 
without shelter or care, just as the 
rangemen do. When they come to 
sell they must compete with range 
cattle and accept range prices, and, 
of course, make ne money. This 
is the “milk in the cocoanut,” with 
the meat, and the shell, and the

mills oer other reducti-n works or 

property used in the production of 
metals from said mineral lands, or 
claims, but as to all such mineral 
lands, mining claims, mills, reduction 
works and other property, the laws of 
the United Siates and of the Territo- 
ries shali be and remain the same as 
though this Act had oot been passed.’’ 


Indian War Claims. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. — Senator 
Hearst yesterday presented a proposed 
amendment to the Act for the benefit 
of the States of Texas, Colorado, Ne- 
braska, California, Kansas and Nevada 
and Washingtor and Idaho Territories.

A GREAT LOSS OF CATTLE 
FEARED. 


The Latest News trom the Ranges 
of the East—An Unparalleled 
Winter. 

Regular Correspordence Gazette. } 

E.Ko, Jan. 21, 1888. 
EpDItoR GAZETTE:—The snow- 
storm that commenced yesterday 


| (Friday 20th) about 5 o’clock in the 


morning continued all day uninter- 
ruptedly ina slow kind of a lazy 
way, but towards evening it seemed 
to gather more force and energy 
and continued all night, beigg ac- 
companied by some wind, duri.g 
which time it deposited about from 
eight to nine inches of snow, con- 
tivuing to snow up to about noon 
to-day, makiog the totul amount of 
enow that has failen about two feet 
for the season. The thermometer 
stood duriug the late storm 40 de- 
grees above zero. So far as we 
have been able to learn, the storm 
has extended all over northeasterp 
and southeastern Nev»sda. ‘The 
trains east and’ west make about the 
usual time, but report deep snow 
between Elko and Terrace, a sta- 
tion on the C. P. R. R. From the 
meagre intelligence that [ have 
been able to glean from those who 
have ventured to visit Elko on 
pressing business during the present 
storm, I know that it bas been very 
severe, particularily worth of the 
railroad, and great depths of snow 


learn from Mr. Frank McPheters, 
proprietor of the Tuscarora stage 
line, that notwithstanding the se- 
verity of the weather and depths of 
snow on the road, he has been able 
to make his regular trips, carrying 
U. 8. mail, express matter and such 
passengers as were brave enough 
to face the storm, through safe, 
being but little behind the regular 
schedule time. I do not wish to be 
considered an alarmist but candor 
as well as justice to the many 
readers of the GAZETTE impel me 
to state that it is no exaggeration 
when I say that the great stock in- 
terests of northeastern Nevada are 
suffering and in great peril. It is 
the opinion of the old and well in- 
formed conrervative cattlemen,who 
have seep many hard Winters and 
experienced severe weather, that 
the present is unparelled in the his- 
tory of the State, and that there 


must be great loss in many locuali- 
ties, particularly among the large 
holdings who made no p. ovision for 
feed or shelter; but apart from the 
inteuse suffering of the stock the 
laws of compensation comes to the 
rescue a din a great measure mod- 
ifies the seemingly great loss that 
would be encountered by cattlemen 
by reason of the inrcesse of the 
value of what is 1_ft, tog+ther with 
an abundance of grass for hay aod 
pasture pu s. The exceedingly 
favorable Winters for the past six 
or seven years were gradually 
bringing on a crisis that was bound 
to come. sooner or later. If the 
present Winter had been a mild 
one, the result would have been al- 
most as disastrous as I ‘ear the 
present one wiil be.. Not only 
would stock. of all kinds have per- 
ished for food and water, but the 
farmers would have little or no 
crops, and mining interests that 
depended upon Water for its opera- 
tions would have to close down for 
the time being. 

I tearn from Mr. William Smyles, 
a stock raiser and rancher, who 
was yesterday down from Deeth 
that the recent and present storms 
bas driven from Marys river and 
northward all of the stock down on 
the line of the railroad, and they 
are in a starying condition. Many 
of them have frozen from sheer 
cold weather. Mr. Smyles is feed- 
ing, and hopes to carry through tbe 
most of his stock safe. All the 
small holdings, consisting of ranch- 
ers, have from 100 to 300 head of 
cattle in Starr, Lamoille and Pleas- 
ant valleys, have more or less hay 
and will be able to carry most of 
the stock through sofir as feed is 
considered, but if the heretofore ex- 
treme and unheard of coid weather 
or cold wave that has passed over 
fastern Nevada continues for any 
time, not only eattle but horses 
must be lost, as I leara thata buoch 
of horses, some nineteen in number, 
were frozen to death pear Carlio 
on tha: extremely cold night of 
January 14th. There animais be- 
longed to James De Wire.

Both of these gentiemen have con- 
siderable bay, particularly Mr. Sad- 
ler, and they do not expect as great 
a loss as some of their neighbors, 
who are not so favorably situated.

but it is believed by those well 
posted as. to these localities, in-

& Tinnin, that a great deal 
of suffering must have been endur- 
ed by stock aod the opinion is that 
the loss must be fearful. There is 
however one suving clause for cattle 
in that region: The pasture was 
good and the cattle entered the 
Winter in fine condition; therefore, 
after all, the result of the Winter 
muy be better than at present an- 
ticipated.

It is conceded by all of our ranch- 
ers that the present hard Winter 
has worked ove good result—that 
of clearing the vountry of the rabbit 
pest, which has aunoyed the farm- 
ers of this county duripg the past 
two years, and has already cost this 
county about $20,000. The severe 
weather has driven the rabbits from

is the opening of a small spiral 
duct, threugh which there isa con- 
tinual discharge of watery fluid, 
and such other useless matter as is 
carried there by the blood. : Be- 
sides these, there are numberless 
small glands which secrete an oily 
fluid. The oily substance keeps 
the skin soft and flexible, and fur- 
nishes the hair with the requisite 
amount of nourishment, and keeps 
it soft and glossy, as each hair has 
one or more of these glands at- 
tached te its bulb. The superficial 
layer of the skin is continually 
wearing away, and is replaced by 
a new growth, or by the deeper 
layer. 

The wear or waste, which comes 
off in the shape of small flakes and 
constitutes scurf, must be removed 
with a curry-comb and brush. 
When a horse is worked hard the 
secretion of watery fluid is heavier 
than when idle, and comes to the 
surface in the form of sweat. Per- 
spiration goes on incessantly, even 
when the horse is idle, but it does 
not become apparent, as it is evap- 
orated as fast as it comes to the 
surface. If tLe sweat is allowed to 
dry on the skin quantities of dust 
will accumulate and mix with it, 
filling up the pores, and conse- 
quently prevent perspiration. This 
gives rise to many evil conse- 
quences. It may, and often does, 
cause inflammation of the number- 
less glands and tubes which form a 
netwerk just beneath the surface 
of the deeper layer of the skin, and 
since perspiration is obstructed 
the skin becomes dry, rough, hard 
and diseased. The impurities 
which cannot escape through the 
skin accumulate in different places, 
and give rise to blisters, boils, etc.; 
if these are not removed there is 
danger of blood poisoning, or may 
develop other diseases of a serious 
character. Not only the’skin be- 
comes diseased, but the whole sys- 
tem is more or less deranged, as 
the functions performed by the 
skin necessarily devolve upon the 
other excretory organs of the body, 
consequently over-taxing them 
with work. 

All this may be prevented by a 
regular and judicious application 
of the curry-comb and brush, and 
by frequently washing the animal. 
Since prevention is better than 
cure, all horse-owners should use 
every precaution to prevent the 
many evils which may come about 
consequent upon carelessness and 
neglect of keeping the animal 
clean. 

It 18 not necessary to state fur- 
ther that it is of equal importance 
that the stable in which horses are 
kept should also be kept clean, for 
the man who loves his animals and 
keeps them clean will not overlook 
this important point, and others 
must not.
